WASHINGTON (APi - The

It adds that “ no formal in­ 
du cem ents“ are b eing m ade to 
get volu nteers to sign u p for 
du ty there. 
When the United States b egan 
giving m ilitary aid to Sou th Viet 
Nam fou r years ago, a su b stan­ 
tial part — if not an actu al m a­ 


j o r i t y ._ of the American m ili­ 
tary men who went over to help 
in the war against Commu nist 
gu errillas were volu nteers. 
In answer to a qu estion, the 
Defense Departm ent said today 
that now “ most people of all 
services are assigned as indi­ 
vidu als. with few exceptions.” 
These exceptions inclu de, in 
addition to the individu al voiu n- 
leers. u nits which are deployed 
to the war zone. These inclu de 
Army Special Forces ou tfits and 
crews of Marine helicopter u nits 
which are rotated on Viet Nam 
du ty. 
The Pentagon said that when 
volu nteers for Viet Nam du ty 
are qu alified and Ihere is a need 
for m ilitary occu pation special­ 
ty. the volu nteers are assigned 
b efore nonvolu nteers. 
Presu m ab ly, there are sever­ 
al reasons for the em phasis on 
ordering men to Viet Nam and 
the de-emphasis on relying on 
volu nteers. 
The U.S. effort to assist the 
Sou th Vietnamese governm ent 
has b een expanded several fold 
since 19 61. Volu nteers wou ld b e 
insu fficient to provide the nu m­ 
b ers and specialized skills re ­ 
qu ired. 
Not all of the U S 
Navy, 
personnel in Viet Nam are eligi­ 
b le for the 
extra 
$55-a-month 
comb at pay. This goes to volu n­ 
teers and nonvolu nteers alike in 
b oth Sou th Viet Nam and Laos.

Merger For 
Reserves, 
Guard Due 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Air 
Force 
recommendations 
on 
merging the Air Reserve and, 
the Air National Guard are due 
Jan. 25, it was learned today. 
This is only six days bclore! 
retirement of Gen. Curtis E. Le-j 
May as Air Force chief of staff. j 
LeMay is reputed to favor com- j 
billing the 72,000-man Air Guard 
info the 182.000-man Air Re-1 
serve. 
But there appears to be con-1 
siderable high-level 
sentiment 
to accomplish the merger in the 
other direction — to eliminate 
the Air Reserve and leave only 
ihc Air Guard. 
This was the pattern set for 
the Army on Dec. 12 when Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara 
announced 
that 
the 
Army 
National 
Guard would 
increase to 550,000 men by ab­ 
sorbing about half of the 300,000- 
man organized Army Reserve. 
The Army Reserve will disap­ 
pear, except for a reinforce­ 
ment pool. 
Sources said studies on unify­ 
ing the Air Reserve ana the Air 
Guard still are not finished. 
The Reserve Officers Associa­ 
tion, which is fighting oblitera­ 
tion of the Army Reserve and 
the Air Force Reserve, has con­ 
tended that the administration 
is waiting for LeMay to retire 
before acting. 
Informed 
authorities 
chal­ 
lenged this, saying that LeMay 
had informed top officials that it 
would be impossible to finish 
the Reserve-Guard studies by 
Jan. 1 and that LeMay himself j 
held to the Jan. 25 objective i 
date. 
The sources said the studies 
were ordered five or six months i 
ago and the deadline assigned 
at that time. 
At 
LeMay’s 
insistence, 
a 
board which determines Air Re- 
vserve policy decided about a 
year ago that the Reserve and 
the Air Guard should be com­ 
bined and that onp organization 
should remain. 
The board did 
not lake a position on whether1 
the Reserve or the Guard should ! 
survive. 
Officials who have been work­ 
ing on this problem said they 
had been unable to detect from 
LeMay any leanings either way. 
The 
Air 
National 
Guard 
earned considerable praise dur­ 
ing the Berlin crisis when it sent 
218 fighters and reconnaissance 
.jets, plus their supporting ele­ 
ments, to France and Germany 
within a month of being called 
into federal service in October 
1961. 
McNamara’s emphasis, so far 
as the Guard and Reserve are 
concerned, is on quick reaction. 
The Air Guard and the Air 
Reserve are in a somewhat dif­ 
ferent position from their Army 
counterparts. All Air Reserve 
and Guard units are considered 
high-priority 
outfits 
and ’are 
equipped and staffed according­ 
ly. The Army Guard and Re­ 
serve have considerable num­ 
bers of men in low-priority units 
which, under present circum­ 
stances, would not be ready for 
use in much less than a year 
after being mustered into feder­ 
al service. 
The 
entire 
72,000-man 
Air 
Guard is drawing drill pav and 
training regularly. 
Only 54,000 
Air Force ready reservists are 
in the same status. Another 128,- 
000 are in the ready reserve but 
do not get drill pay.

The 12,000 inhabitants were 
warned by loudspeakers passing 
through the streets not to use 
city water. 
“ We have recovered 40 of the 
sacks, with 14 still in the river.” 
the sheriff reported. “ The sacks 
were closed, 
but some were 
partly broken open.” 
The sheriff said the sacks, 
containing 
deadly 
parathion, 
were dumped into the river by a 
worker on a nearby farm. 
“ We don’t know why,” he 
added. 
Samples of the river water 
were sent to a Gainesville labo­ 
ratory for analysis. Fire Chief 
L. 
B. 
Hamage said analysts 
found none of the chemical in 
the samples, but the river would 
not be cleared for drmking im­ 
mediately. 
The fire department flushed

One of the traditional Christ­ 
mas gifts for children, at least 
the b oys, has b een a model rail- 
road. 'Bu t in Sedalia, as in 
. 
ov er 
many other cities throu ghou t J ____ 
the cou ntry, a model railroad is 
more than a toy — it’s an occu ­ 
pational hob b y throu gh which 
many men make attempts at 
realism, b eau ty and originality. 
Sedalians hav e prov en time 
and again that worthwhile pro­ 
jects can die ignob le deaths. A 
case in point is the demise of the 
recent Sedalia Model Railroad 
Clu b . Christmas and traditional 
gifts b ring the su b ject to mind. 
Ju st how many model rail­ 
roads. of one size or another, 
there are in Sedalia is difficu lt 
to determine. A recent effort to 
learn who model railroaders 
here are, tu rned u p 11 names. 
Of these, three may hav e the 
largest lay-ou ts in town, namely 
Dav id Eisenstein, Ted Gardner 
and Glen Johnson. 
Others who share the interest 
are William Hogan, Kay Downs, 
Phillip Rayl, Larry Owen. Lewis 
W. 
Satoriu s. 
Au b rey 
Owen, 
Clau de Hammond and 
Kammerich. 
Most of these men participat­ 
ed, in some fashion, in the re­ 
cent railroad clu b , and they gen­ 
erally agreed on the cau ses of 
the clu b ’s demise. It seems that 
organization, 
av ailab le 
space 
and a willingness to work, or 
b etter stated, the lack of all 
three, shou lder the b lame for 
the downfall of the organization. 
Actu ally, ab ou t ten Sedalians 
made u p the original organiza­ 
tion. and prob lems reared their 
u gly heads from the v ery b egin­ 
ning. The clu b , b ecau se the ex­ 
pense was low, situ ated itself 
in a loft-type room ov er a down­ 
town 
b u siness 
estab lishment. 
The rent came to $6 a mont, b u t 
the risk of entering the room al­ 
legedly may hav e ru n a little 
higher. 
It was requ ired, according to 
some reports, to adv ance u p an 
open stairway and throu gh a 
trap door to enter the room, 
which itself was prob ab ly large 
enou gh to accomodate a size­ 
ab le lay-ou t. Natu rally, tastes, 
ideas and methods v ary, and 
consequ ently, the lay-ou t grew 
into a complex thing that might 
hav e b een a remarkab le piece 
of workmanship if it had b een 
completed, b u t it nev er was. 
It wou ld, no dou b t, hav e b een 
nice for the b u ilders, b u t spec­ 
tators might hav e b een discou r­ 
aged b y ob stacles. 
All that remains now are su p­ 
porting b eams nailed to the floor 
and to each other, with space 
for ab ou t 200 feet of right-of- 
way and ab ou t 20 feet of track. 
That and du st. 
Stating some of the reasons 
for the clu b ’s downfall really 
isn’t enou gh. A little more inv es­ 
tigating b rings ou t some inter­ 
esting facts which wou ld-b e mo­ 
del railroaders cou ld find dis 
cou raging. First, its no e a s y 
matter to b egin a model lay-ou t, 
ev en at home. For reasons u n­ 
known to the proprietor, the lo­ 
cal hob b y shop has had orders 
for railroad ou tfits on the b ooks 
since early Fall, or longer, 
which still hav en’t b een filled. 
Limited su pplies, of cou rse, 
are av ailab le, su ch as track, 
switches, 
cars 
to 
assemb le, 
track markers and other gad­ 
gets which come with a model 
railroad. Bu t some people find 
It easier to start with a kit — 
and these are hard to come b y. 
They find this rou te easier b e­ 
cau se it maintains their enthu si 
asm a little longer. People, ev en 
ardent hob b yists, find it hard to 
liv e on dreams. In other words, 
resu lts are expected when time 
and money are inv ested. The 
model kit offers the b est solu ­ 
tion. u su ally containing an en­ 
gine, assorted cars and track 
which can b e pu t together and 
operated qu ickly. 
Bu t these ingredients don’t 
make a model railroad for most 
people. Its fascinating, actu ally, 
how determined and seriou s mo­ 
del railroaders are ab ou t their 
hob b y. The more enthu siastic a 
man Is, as a matter of fact, the 
more extensiv e his lay-ou t is 
likely to b e. 
Eisenstein. for example, finds 
pleasu re in personally designing 
and b u ilding as many of the 
components of a model railroad 
as possib le. Ev erything taken 
into consideration, this is a for­ 
midab le u ndertaking. 
Among those ou tfits we’v e 
seen, Gardner’s and Johnson’s 
are v ery impressiv e.

WASHINGTON — This being t’ne anniv er­ 
sary of a Jew born in Rethlehem nearly 
2.no n y ears ago. I write the story of a Jew’ 
who liv es in Mississip p i tod ay . 
His name is Rabbi Dav id Ben-Ami of Tem­ 
p le B'nai Israel in Hattiesbu rg, 
and 
his 
trials and tribu lations began when he be­ 
friend ed ministers of other faiths and incu r­ 
red the wrath of mod ern money changers. 
Last Janu ary , 
when 
v oter 
registration 
started in Hattiesbu rg, many northern min­ 
isters, chiefly United Presby terians, came 
to help Negroes register, and in the cou rse 
of p icketing in front of the cou rt rou se were 
thrown in jail. 
When this hap p ened . Rabbi Ben-Ami went 
d own to the jail to see whether there was 
any thing he cou ld d o to make them more 
comfortable. No other local clergy man went 
to tine jail. 
The sheriff d id n't take too kind ly to the 
Rabbi's v isits, and rep orted them back to 
lead ers of the B'nai Israel congregation, who 
in tu rn called on their sp iritu al lead er. 
“ Look. Rabbi.” they asked , “ are y ou in 
the habit of v isiting the city .jail?” 
The Rabbi ex p lained that he was not a 
jail habitu e, bu t that he d id 
believ e 
in 
friend ly cou nsel and help for those who were 
in trou ble, no matter what their faiths. 
Later, as more clergy men from the north 
came d own to p icket and a total of 22 land ed 
in jail, the Rabbi continu ed v isiting them. 
Tro ubles of White Presby teria ns 
Rabbi Ben-Ami also befriend ed Rev . Rob­ 
ert Beach, a white United Presby terian who 
rep resented Che Fed eral Cou ncil of Chu rch­ 
es. and who bou ght a hou se in Hattiesbu rg 
hop ing to bu ild some brid ges between the 
Negro and the white commu nities. 
Rev . Beach need ed 
friend ship , 
for the 
white clergy of Hattiesbu rg wou ld hav e noth­ 
ing to d o with him. He ev en had d ifficu lty 
find ing a white chu rch in which he cou ld 
worship . When he p rop osed joining the West­ 
minster Presby terian Chu rch, one of 
the 
more liberal in Che city , its p astor. Rev . 
Newton Cox . was d elu ged with p rotests from 
p arishoners threatening to withd raw. 
In the end . Rev . Beach withd rew' his ap ­ 
p lication for chu rch membership and tod ay 
he cannot worship in a Presby terian chu rch, 
ev en thou gh he is a Presby terian p astor. 
Instead he worship s in the chu rch of Rev . 
John Cameron, a Negro Bap tist. 
Rev . Beach had other trou bles. When he 
sent his fiv e-y ear-old son to a Bap tist Nu rs­ 
ery School and it was learned who the boy 
was, he was asked to leav e. He is now being 
tau ght at home. When Rev . Beach went into 
a hard ware store to p u rchase a lad d er and 
started to write ou t a check to p ay for it,

contact, inhaling

any thing y ou eat. 
Others believ e that ir. some 
v ictims it is cau sed by inhaling 
the p ollen of p ine trees or d u st 
from p eanu t hu lls. 
Sarcoid osis is 
characterized 
by the formation of hard nod ­ 
u les. Since they may occu r in 
any 
p art 
of 
the 
bod y , 
the 
sy mp toms are v aried . The com­ 
monest form inv olv es the lu ngs. 
Becau se the nod u les are p aii> 
iess, they are often d iscov ered 
only w'hen a rou tine chest X-ray 
is mad e. 
The d isease p rogresses v ery 
slowd y , bu t if a large p art of 
the lu ng tissu e is inv olv ed the 
v ictim will comp lain of 
short­ 
ness of breath on ex ertion. 
The nod u les may occu r in the 
skin or ir. the ly mp h nod es ju st 
u nd er the skin. These, too, are 
p ainless bu t. u nlike those in the 
d eep er organs, they are read ily 
d iscov ered . 


Their d iscov ery u su ally lead s 
to the remov al of one of them 
for microscop ic 
ex amination. 
This clinches the d iagnosis. 


The lu mp s ap p ear grad u ally 
and may be p resent for sev eral 
months. As they d isap p ear, new 
ones may form. There is alway s 
a p ossibility that the inv olv e­ 
ment will 
ex tend 
to 
a v ital 


organ. 


Ev en then it d oes not alway s 
p rogress su fficiently 
to inter­ 
fere with the normal fu nction 
of these organs. 


Becau se of the u su ally ber.ign 
cou rse of this d isease and the 
fact that the resu lts of treat­ 
ment are often d isap p ointing, 
many d octors ad op t a p olicy of 
watchfu l waiting or p eriod ic ob­ 
serv ation. 


Among the treatments that 
hav e been u sed are irrad iation 
with X-ray s and giv ing of v ari­

forces in the GOP. Smy lie say s 
the way things are now the na­ 
tional chairman is neither “ a 
mere figu rehead , nor a hou se­ 
keep er.” 
“ Smy lie 
d oesn't 
know 
any ­ 
thing abou t the national chair­ 
m an’s job,” retorts William E. 
Miller, who was Barry Gold - 
water’s 
ru nning 
mate 
and 
Bu rch’s 
p red ecessor as p arty 
chairman. 
Generally , the job of chair­ 
man is to keep the p arty m a­ 
chinery oiled and hu mming be­ 
tween elections, to see to it that 
money is raised , to cool off p ar­ 
ty feu d s and to rally the troop s 
d u ring camp aigns. 
Many 
chairmen 
hav e 
been 
little more than front men who 
hav e tu x ed o, will trav el. Most 
hav e been noted p olitical figu res 
working p art time at it.

Smy lie said of Bu rch at the re­ 
cent GOP gov ernors meeting in

o n a “ no n-v o lu nteer” basis to 
the highly dangero u s wo rk o f 
the 
mu ch 
pu blicized 
co u nter­ 
gu errilla Special Fo rces, pro u d 
w earers o f the green beret. 
All enlisted men within the 
Special Fo rces still are v o lu n­ 
teers, ho wev er. 
The Army said o fficially that 
the assignm ent o f no n-v o lu nteer 
o fficers was “ a m atter o f po li­ 
cy . This po licy has been in ef­ 
fect fo r a nu m ber o f y ears and 
is fo llo wed to pro v ide Special 
Fo rces training and ex perience 
fo r a larger gro u p o f o fficers 
within the Arm y .” 
This po licy has nev er been 
pu blicized. 
Ano ther 
so u rce 
said 
the 
y o u nger o fficers in the Army 
ju st were no t v o lu nteering be­ 
cau se 
“ to o many 
hav e 
been 
reading the casu alty lists ^ o f 
Special Fo rces in Viet N am .” 
As late as 1960 the men in 
Special Fo rces were all v o lu n­ 
teers. The Special Fo rces m is­ 
sio n. either behind enemy lines 
o r 
in co u nter-gu errilla activ i­ 
ties, was co nsidered abo v e and 
bey o nd 
the 
o rdinary 
call 
o f 
du ty . 
This apparently still applies to 
enlisted perso nnel. 
“ Enlisted perso nnel in o pera­ 
tio nal detachm ents are v o lu n­ 
teers,” the Army said. “ There 
has been no difficu lty in o btain­ 
ing v o lu nteers fo r su ch assign­ 
m ents.” 
All Army o fficers are no w 
requ ired to take either ranger 
—co mmando -ty pe training — o r 
airbo rne training, which is ran­ 
ger plu s parachu te training. 
Special 
Fo rces 
training 
in­ 
clu des airbo rne, ranger, gu erril­ 
la and co u nter-gu errilla training 
plu s special co u rses in wo rking 
with what the Army calls indi­ 
geno u s perso nnel. 
The 
Army 
spo kesman 
said 
assignm ent to Special Fo rces is 
co nsidered 
essential 
to 
the 
pro fessio nal dev elo pment o f o f­ 
ficers. 
This m eans that the m an who 
tu rns do wn Special Fo rces wo rk 
m ay jeo pardize his pro fessio nal 
career as a regu lar o fficer. Cer­ 
tainly it wo u ld hav e a bearing 
o n selectio n fo r pro mo tio n. 
Tho se in Special Fo rces no w 
nu m ber clo se to 7.000 altho u gh 
the o fficial strength figu re is 
classified. When it was an all­ 


v o lu nteer o u tfit, Special Fo rces 
pro bably 
nu m bered 
no 
mo re 
than 1,8 00. 
There are specialists wearing 
the green beret who are no t and 
hav e no t been v o lu nteers. They j 
are 
kno wn 
as special 
actio n 1 
fo rces and inclu de su ch su ppo rt 
gro u ps as co mmu nicatio ns ex ­ 
perts, medics, engineers, psy ­ 
cho lo gical o peratio ns and civ il 
affairs ex perts. 
At last repo rt, this special 
actio n fo rce nu mbered abo u t 1,- 
300 men. 
Originally , the Special Fo rces 
were designed to o perate in 10- 
m an team s behind enemy lines 
to o rganize and train dissident 
gro u ps into irregu lar fighting 
fo rces to carry o u t sabo tage and 
co ndu ct hit-ru n attacks. 
In Janu ary 1961, the Special 
Fo rces missio n was enlarged to 
em brace 
co u nter-gu errilla 
ac- i 
tiv ities. This enlargem ent was a 
direct resu lt o f Co mmu nist Viet 
Co ng o peratio ns in So u th Viet 
Nam.

in Jefferson City . 
One of the fou r cond emned 
men now on d eath row has re­ 
ceiv ed a temporary stay of ex e­ 
cu tion. less than three week s be­ 
fore he was to d ie in the gas 
chamber. A second is set to be 
ex ecu ted on Janu ary 22. 
Thu s, the 7 3rd General As­ 
sembly will be faced sq u arely 
with the problem of the d eath 
penalty which is often the bu tt 
of mu ch sarcasm as to its ef­ 
fectiv eness. 
Shortly 
before he 
end ed his own life, Nash noted 
that he had reserv ations abou t 
its effectiv eness on 
stemming 
the flow of crime. 
Col. Jam es D. Gterter, d irec 
tor of the Department of Cor­ 


rections. alread y has su bmitted 
his resignation and this will be 
a d ifficu lt spot for the new gov ­ 
ernor to fill, amid reports that 
present cond itions at the men’s 
prison in the capital hav e reach- 
ed the stage where a new riot 
cou ld break ou t. 
A report by the interim com­ 
mittee 
on correctional institu ­ 
tions is harsly critical of 
the 
present prison set u p in 
Mis­ 
sou ri and u rges an aband oning 
of the max imu m secu rity prison 
in Jefferson City . 
The report cited a su rv ey by 
a team from sou thern Illinois 
which blasted cond itions at the 
capital facility . Tou rs throu gh 
the prison openly rev eal d ecay ­ 
ing bu ild ings bu t officials q u ick ­ 
ly note that it tak es money to 
mod ernize. 
In any ev ent, along with 
a 
host of other bu rd ens, the prob­ 
lem of what to d o abou t the 
state prison sy stem is among 
those that will face Gov . Warren 
E. Hearnes and members of the 
legislatu re from the ou tset nex t 
month.

This y ear, therefore. I am helping send 
sev eral thou sand tu rk ey s to white.

I am not u naware that most Mississip- 
pians resent ou tsid e help in try ing to heal 
their wou nd s; all too ev id ent in the v itu per­ 
ativ e letters I receiv e from Mississippians. 
This was also mad e q u ite clear when the 
Salv ation Army back ed ou t of d istribu ting 
tu rk ey s in fiv e Mississippi cities, d espite 
plans approv ed by Maj. Fred J. Osborne, 
d iv isional secretary of the Salv ation Army 
in Birmingham, who wrote 
on

Thank y ou for think ing abou t u s in this 
matter 
May God bless 
y ou !

others." 
In fiv e cities, howev er. Natchez. McComb, 
Vick sbu rg. Merid ian, and Colu mbu s, local 
lead ers of the Salv ation Army refu sed to 
d istribu te tu rk ey s d espite an ord er from the 
U. S. Command er of the Salv ation Army , 
Holland French, in New York . 
This cau sed some to remark that Christ’s 
lov e stops at the bord er of Mississippi.

‘Funnel Chest1 Usua lly 
No Ca use fo r Co ncern

Some children are born with 
a fu nnel chest, a condition in 
which the breastbone (sternu m» 
is 
abnormally 
depressed 
or 
“ stov e in.” These children aften 
hav e poor postu re — rou nded 
shou lders' and a forward cu rv a­ 
tu re of the back. 
Parents are often u ndu ly con­ 
cerned abou t this condition, and 
worry that the child’s heart and 
lu ngs will not dev elop properly . 
Two 
recent 
studies 
rev ea l 
tha t in mo st such children the 
hea rt a nd lung s functio n perfect­ 
ly a nd thert is no need fo r a ny 
co rrectiv e a ctio n. The co nditio n 
do es no t beco me wo rse a s the 
child g ro ws o lder. 
In those 
rare instances 
in 
which the deformity is so great 
as to cau se u ndu e pressu re on 
the heart, an operation to re­ 
store the normal contou r of the 
chest shou ld be performed. 
Q—The do cto r say s may 3’2- 
y ear-old granddau ghter has sy ­ 
nov itis. What is the cau se? What 
is the treatment? 
A—Sy nov itis is an inflamma­ 
tion of the membranou s sheath 
that su rrou nds the large tendons 
at their attachment to the bone 
near a join. 
Althou gh this may be associ­ 
ated with tu bercu losis and other 
seriou s bone and joint diseases, 
simple sy nov itis is most often 
cau sed by u naccu stomed activ i­ 
ty . 


For ex ample, sy nov itis of the 
ankles is often seen in recru its 
after their first 10-mile march. 
For simple sy nov itis, rest and 
hot compresses, the application 
of an electric pad, or diathermy 
u su ally giv es prompt relief. 
If the sy nov itis 
is 
chronic, 
cortisone or 
radioactiv e 
gold 
may be injected into the joint. 
Q—My doctor told me I cou ld 
start my 4-month-old baby on 
raw milk, bu t I 
hav e 
alway s 
thou ght the milk shou ld be pas­ 
teu rized. What do y ou think? 
A—No one shou ld take the 
risk of giv ing a baby raw milk. 
If he escapes dipththeria, u ndu - 
lant fev er, ty phoid and tu ber­ 
cu losis, he cou ld still get a strep­ 
tococcal sore throat from it. 
This cou ld lead to rheu matic 
heart disease. 
Q—For y ears I hav e pu t my 
children to bed in pajamas with 
no u nderwear. Now I find many 
mothers are su rprised to hear 
of su ch a thing. They bu ndle 
their children u p, ev en 11-y ear- 
olds. What do y ou recommend? 
A—Children seem to su rv iv e 
almost any thing — ev en being 
bu ndled u p at night. 
It is generally better to reg­ 
u late warmth of their cov er by 
v ary ing the nu mber, thickness 
and fabric of the blankets. 
On ex treme cold nights, ho w­ 
ev er. u nderwear not worn in the 
day time will be more co mfo rt- 
abie than adding heav y bla nkets

WASHINGTON - AFL-CIO leaders de­ 
scribed their tw o-hou r 
conference 
with 
President Johnson the other day as “ the 
friendliest and most constru ctiv e” meeting 
they had ev er attended at the White Hou se. 
They were particu larly impressed by John­ 
son's stand against the “right to work” pro­ 
v ision in the Taft-Hartley Act and by his 
open mind on other issu es. 
Despite the Labor Department’s hedging 
policy on a shorter work week, the Presi­ 
dent told AFL-CIO Boss George Meany that 
he wou ld giv e his proposal to redu ce the 40- 
hou r week to 35 , a “fu ll and carefu l” stu dy 
and report back to Meany . 
Labor considers this a notable gain since 
the President's message to Congress last 
Janu ary , in which Johnson flatly opposed 
any change in the 40-hou r week. 
Regarding the right-to-work prov iso, which 
a nu mber of states u se to ban the u nion 
shop (compu lsory u nion membership) the 
President emphasized that congressional re­ 
peal of this was pledged by the 1964 plat­ 
form and therefore constitu ted a “ mandate” 
to him. 
He strongly indicated that Congress wou ld 
be asked to carry ou t the repeal pledge in 
the nex t session — thou gh after medicare 
and other mu st legislation is v oted on. How­ 
ev er, the labor leaders had agreed that the 
White Hou se meeting wou ld be limited only 
to an “ ex change of ideas.” No firm com­ 
mitments were requ ested or giv en on any ­ 
thing. 
The President v olu nteered that he fav ored 
ex panded cov erage of the minimu m wage 
law to take in more retail workers, lau ndry 
employ ees, etc. Bu t he only listened politely 
while his friend Jim Su ffridge, head of the 
retail clerks u nion, adv ocated a boost 
in 


minimu m wages abov e the cu rrent “ pov erty 
lev el” of $1.25 an hou r. 
Gradu al Reform 
Johnson wholeheartedly agreed 
w h e n 
Meany commented: “ Mr. President, a cu t 
in ex cise tax es and other measu res planned 
by y ou r administration may not be enou gh 
to stop an economic recession nex t y ear, 
which both gov ernment and labor econo­ 
mists fear. The situ ation may call for spu r­ 
ring the 
economy by additional pu blic 
works, su ch as needed airports, 
schools, 
and hospitals.” 
“Ou r anti-pov erty program also will spu r 
the economy by creating more jobs,” said 
Johnson. “ This shou ld increase the pu rchase 
of liv ing necessities, which in tu rn will mean 
ev en more employ ment 
as 
the nation's 
bu siness improv es.” 
“Mr. President, the AFL-CIO will giv e 
y ou ev ery possible su pport in y ou r efforts 
to keep the nation prosperou s,” declared 
Meany . “ And y ou ’ll find u s reasonable. For 
ex ample, we are not wedded to the 35 -hou r 
week as an immediate need We wou ld be 
satisfied with a gradu al approach to it. 
When the wage and hou r law was passed 
in 1937, the work week was set at 44 hou rs. 
Later it was redu ced to 42 hou rs, then to 
40 hou rs.” 
Johnson and his callers conceded 
that 
the biggest problem inv olv ed in a shorter 
work week, aimed at creating more ex ploy - 
ment, wou ld be in maintaining the income 
of a worker at the same lev el he receiv es 
for 40 hou rs.

AP Business News Ana ly st 
NEW YORK (AP) - Incomes 
hav e been rising at a nice clip. 
And so hav e personal sav ings.

can and will be paid. 
Indiv idu al sav ings increased 
in the first nine months of this 
y ear by $22.5 billion. The gain 
was abou t one-third more than 
in the like period of 1963. 
The big boost is tied in with 
the rise in personal incomes, 
now ru nning at a seasonally ad­ 
ju sted annu al rate of $5 02 bil­ 
lion. compared with $474.5 bil­ 
lion in the final stretch of 1963. 
Bu t the rise in sav ings also 
shows that Americans hav en’t 
changed their habits mu ch de­ 
spite all the stress on prosperi­ 
ty .

That the big ju mp in the total 
of incomes is spu rring a corre­ 
sponding rise in retail sales is 
obv iou s 
in 
most cities this 
month. Record December v ol­ 
u me already is in the bag. And 
the bu lge in charge accou nts 
and instalment loans is reported 
at abou t the normal rate. So the 
spending splu rge doesn’t worry 
many sav e the most chronic 
pessimists. 
The additional money comes 
from more persons hav ing jobs, 
some working at higher wage 
scales, many getting more ov er­ 
time, and almost all enjoy ing 
larger take-home pay becau se 
of the cu t in the federal income 
tax . 
The spending stems from this 
additional money , bu t also from 
the general confidence that good 
times will continu e — that the 
Janu ary bills can be met, and 
others right along for months to 
come. 
Bu t debt also has been in­ 
creasing faster than a y ear ago, 
both in mortgages and consu m­ 
er credit. This increase frets 
few economists so long as total 
incomes continu e to rise.

Monthly 
Inv estment 
Plan 
— 
whereby indiv idu als bu y shares 
at a regu lar rate — is chalking 
u p its best y ear y et. It started in 
195 4. Some 6,5 09 plans were 
opened this Nov ember, to top 
the prev iou s Nov ember record 
of 4.192 set in 1956 In the first 


11 months of this y ear 5 6,930 
plans were started. The pre­ 
v iou s fu ll-y ear record was 45 ,5 93 
plans in 195 9. The SEC cou nts 
inv estment in stocks as one of 
many forms of sav ing. 
All the records — income, 
sav ings, debt, spending — re­ 
flect totals for all citizens. The 
indiv idu al may hav e qu ite 
a dif­ 
ferent story himself. Bu t cou n­ 
ting in all Americans with pay 
checks, or other forms of in­ 
come, this December sees more 
money than ev er before av aila­ 
ble for spending or sav ing. And 
the r.ew y ear looks bright.
